The  Embassy  of  Italy  has  con- 
firmed that  President  Oscar  Luigi 
Scalfaro  has  accepted  an  invitation 
to  join  Congressman  Patrick  1.  Ken- 
nedy in  Providence  and  North  Prov- 
idence on  April  4.  It  will  be  the  first 
ever  visit  by  an  Italian  President  to 
Rhode  Island. 

President  Scalfaro,  77,  who  has 
been  in  office  since  1992,  will  be 
making  his  first  official  state  visit  to 
the  United  States.  He  will  arrive  on 
April  1 in  Washington  and  will  be 
hosted  by  President  Clinton  at  an 
official  state  dinner  at  the  White 
House.  President  Scalfaro  will  then 
visit  the  UN  in  New  York  before 
departing  for  Rhode  Island. 

Rhode  Island  is  home  to  nearly 
200,000  residents  of  Italian  decent. 
Half  the  population  of  North  Prov- 
idence alone  is  of  Italian  heritage. 

The  schedule  of  President 
Scalfaro  is  as  follows:  The  President 
will  join  Kennedy  at  the  State  House 
in  tne  early  afternoon.  A private 
lunch  will  be  hosted  by  Kennedy  and 
Governor  Lincoln  Almond,  and 
House  Speaker  John  Harwood  in  the 
President’s  honor.  It  will  be  followed 
by  a speaking  program  and  an  ad- 
dress by  the  President  to  a joining 
session  of  the  House  and  Senate.
